—WARNING TO OUR CITY AU- 

THORITIES. 

The appearance of the cholera in the 
cities ot Nashville and Memphis bas 
caused considerable alarm throughout 
the country and the probability of its 
extending to other points is causing 
much discussion in the papers, both 
North and South. | 

For two weeks the New York World 
has been exposing the dangers which 
lurk in the diseased atmosphere of that 
city—an atmosphere impregnated with 
poisonous gases generated by a defec- 

ive sewerage system, and with deadly 
vapors arising from filthy streets, The 
disclcsures made by the World are hav- 
ing a most salutary effect in arousing 
the authorities to the importanee of 
tuking sanitary measures to guard the 
city against pestilence and the local 
diseases incident to the Summer season. 

From the accounts in the Nashville 
papers, it is certain that the cholera 
originated there because of the desect of 
sanitary regulations, The disease is 
confined to the most unhealthy portion 
of the city—-a point where foul and 
pestilential odors are emitted. The 
physicians say that with the proper san- 
itary renovation of the city the cholera 
would be suppressed in a very sbort 
time. 

We have heard great complaints by 
several of our citizens of the filthy con- 
dition of the streets of Raleigh. At- 
tention has frequently been called to this 
matter in our local columns. Those 
whose Official duty it is to see that 
sanitary measures are enlorced have a 
grave responsibility on their hands. 

The sickly season is approaching. 
The health ot Raleigh will depend to a 
very great extent upon the manner in 
which the city authcrities shall pre- 
serve Cleanliness throughout the limits 
of their jurisdiction. Let them take 
warning by the fate of Nashville and 
Mem phis—whose citizens are rushing 
in great alarm and excitement from 
their infected homes, to escape the dan- 
gers of a fatal contagion. If the chol- 
era should visit Raleigh this season it 
will be attributed to the causes given by 
the physicians of Nashville and Mem- 
phis—defective sanitary regulations.

mory of duty fully performed, anda 
knowledge of the great ach:evements of 
your comrades in arms, confidently he 
appeals to you to assist him iv doing 
justice tv our living aud our dead.” 


Heroism of a Young Lady. 
{From advance sheet of Our Living and 

Our bead. } 

News had been received at headquar- 
ters at Kinston in November 1862, that 
two Generals of the Federal army, one 
of them commanding in North Carolina, 
would on a certain day pass from More 
head to Newbern. It was advisable, in 
view of contemplated movements, to 
capture the train and secure the officers. 
At 10 p. m.,I received orders to pro- 
ceed at onceto Treitov, take a detail 
of men irom Major Nethercutt’s com- 
mand, and, if possible, on the day nam- 
ed, capture tLe train. At 2 a. m.,1 
reached Trenton to find Major Nether. 
cutt absent on one of his usual scouting 
expeditions. AWallting his return at 
daylight, 1 made myself comfortable, 
and was about to indulye in a morning’s 
nap When the clattcr of the teet of a 
horse, at full gallop, caused me to step 
to the Goorof the Court House to see 
what wasin the wind. The sentinel 
upon duty bad halted the rider: and 
was receiving from him a peper 
to be delivered immediately to the 
oilicer in command. To my astorish- 


ment the nete bore no adiiress, and 
upon being opened the blank page 


MOA sheet of letter paper was 
countryman unknown to ine, was breath- 
ing his jaded horse preparatory to re- 
turn, but could give no otner informa- 
tion than this: About 1 o’clock a. m., 
he was aroused from his slumbers, and 
on going to his door found a lady on 
horseback who gave him the note, and 
told him to take it, at full speed, to 
Trenton and give it to any Confederate 
officer he should find on duty there, as 
it contained important information. In 
a few moments thereafter, I was in the 
private room of acitizen of Trenton and 
his kind wile was warming an iron for 
my use. Applied to the seemingly 
blank sheet of paper, heat soon enabled 
me tu see what I desired. Foster had 
returned two days sooner than antici- 
pated, and was to leave that very morn- 
ing, with a force most accurately de- 
tailed on the sheet before me, on an ex- 
pedition, having, in my opinion, the 
railroad bridge at Weldon for _ its 
objective point. The object of my 
expedition being thus frustrated, I-re- 
turned immediately to Kinston, and 
gave the information I had procured 
through the intrepid daring of one of 
Newbern’s daughters to the officer in 
command. Steps were promptly taken 
by the General Commanding the Depart- 
ment, and such an array of troops was 
Flaced in tront and upon the flanks of 
the Federal General as caused him 
rapidly to retrace his steps. The lady’s 
name appended to that note has never 
been told—-her secret has been locked 
In my breast—my superior officer res- 
ecting my motive in desiring to keep 
it, only requiring my pledge that the 
writer was worthy of credit. I doubt 
Whether the writer of that note ever 
knew into whose hands it fell, or the 
good it accomplished. When I state 
that she* was a young lady, tenderly 
reared and then in the very morning of 
maidenhood, her night ride at great 
personal risk, to convey useful informa- 
tion,,can be properly appreciated.

A PROCLAMATION 


BY THE 


Governor of North Carolina. | 


Raleigh, June 9th, 1873. 


Be it knewn to all whom it may concern : 
That in conformity with section 8, —- 
ter 153 of the acts of the General Assembly 
passed at the session of 1872-’73, in relation 
to amendments ot the Constitution of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
secund s2ction of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, 1873, in the ae “Dally 
Sentinel,” the “Daily Era” and the “Daily 
NxEws’”, published in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of time iu the following 
Weekly papers, published in the various 
nnn mal Districts of the State to-wit: 
beth City ; “*Express, as 
District—"* News,” Goldsboro ; 
“Mail,” Rocky Mount. 
ville ; ming 
Fifth District—‘ New North State,” 
Greensboru ; *“Cbronicie,’’ Milton 
Sixth 
“Snirit of the South,’’ Rockingham. 
venth District—‘* American,”

Eighth District—“ Pioneer” and “Exposi- 
tor,” Asheville. 

That portion of the preamble ordered to 
be published is in the foliowing words, 
to-wit: 
“Whereas, the last General Assembly, | 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House ‘concurrinpg,) the bill 
ween read 
three times in each House, prop the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Consti. ution of 
the State, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works ; alte: ation in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation; alteration in relation 
to the University ; alteration in relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Commis- 
sioners ; alteration in relation to Federal 
and other officers holding office.” 

The second section of the said act ordered 
to be in. ing-words, 


to-wit: 

“It sball be the duty of the Sheriffs in 
each and every county in the State to open 
polls at the several election precincts In his 
county on the said first Thursday in Au- 
gust next, and the same shall be kept open 
for one day, from tne hour of eight o’clock 
in the morning tothe hour of seven in the 
aiternoon. when all persons qualified to 
vote according to the Constitution, may 
vote for or against the ratification o! eac 
of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket ‘For Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary opinion to vote witha 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments.’”’ 

The attention of County Commissioners 
and Inspectors of the Election is also called 
‘to the 4th section of said act of Assembly 
which provides that separate ballot-boxes 
shall ve furnished for each amendment to 
be voted on.
